TO LAST 


HE first diagram published here- 
T with shows how the spite fence 
was built, dividing the octagon- 
Shaped piece of property into four 
equal parts, with one house, one gar- 
age, one chicken coop and an entrance 
gate to each part. 

The second diagram shows how the 
four parts of the equilateral triangle 
can be put together again to form a 
perfect square. 

The third diagram shows how the
